Latham  (Red)  Raspberry 

Originated  at  Minnesota  Fruit  Breeding  Farm  a 
few  years  ago ;  fruit  very  large  and  of  very  good  qua¬ 
lity  ;  will  out-yield  most  others. 

Mary  Washington  Asparagus 

We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  offer  plants  of  this 
strain  of  Asparagus.  It  is  the  first  result  of  a  plant 
breeding  campaign  started  by  the  U.  S.  Department 
of  Agriculture  to  produce  a  rust-resistant  Asparagus. 
Rust-resistant  and  vigorous  plants  selected  from 
thousands  have  been  crossed  with  a  single  male  plant 
and  most  careful  re-selection  practiced.  Foundation 
stock  was  sent  us  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Regal  Lily 

A  wonderful  new  lily  which  was  introduced  to 
this  country  from  China,  where  it  was  found  grow¬ 
ing  wild,  only  a  few  years  ago.  It  has  proven  very 
hardy  and  deserves  a  place  in  every  garden,  grows 
two  or  three  feet  in  height  and  opens  from  six  to 
twelve  blooms.  Color  a  beautiful  white  with  deli¬ 
cate  yellow  throat,  very  fragrant,  blooms  in  July.
